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REPORT 

For  the  year  ended  31  December ,  1928. 


The  Medical  Officers’  Report  and  the  Accounts  for  the  past 
year  are  presented  herewith. 

There  has  been  a  further  increase  in  the  amount  subscribed 
by  Thames  Ditton  residents,  the  amount  subscribed  by  them  being 
£188  19s.  8d.,  as  against  £153  13s.  Id.  for  the  preceding  year. 
The  Alexandra  Rose  Day  collection  produced  £180,  as  against 
£150,  and  patients’  payments  (including  £49  16s.  8d.  contributed 
by  Approved  Societies)  £424  16s.  lid.,  as  against  £313  18s.  6d.  for 
the  preceding  year. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  an  enlargement  of  the  Hospital  is 
contemplated,  and  that  the  Committee  are  endeavouring  to 
increase  revenue  not  only  with  the  object  of  securing  an  income 
adequate  to  the  requirements  of  an  enlarged  institution,  but 
also  with  the  object  of  accumulating  the  nucleus  of  a  building 
and  improvement  fund.  The  results  are  so  far  encouraging. 
At  the  close  of  last  year  the  building  and  improvement  fund 
comprised  £1,376  Os.  4d.  War  Stock  and  £420  awaiting  invest¬ 
ment,  and  it  is  hoped  that  material  additions  will  be  made  to 
the  fund  during  the  current  year. 

307  patients  received  treatment  at  the  Hospital  during  the 
past  year,  as  against  279  during  the  preceding  year. 

There  has  been  a  serious  loss  to  the  Hospital  service  in 
consequence  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Maxwell,  who  had  been  a  member 
of  the  Medical  Staff  since  1906.  It  is  proposed  that  Dr.  A.  S.  H. 
Hollins,  who  has  taken  over  Dr.  Maxwell’s  practice,  shall  be 
elected  to  the  Staff.  The  Committee  have  to  report  with  much 
regret  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  A.  H.  Scott  from  the  Committee, 
and  of  Mrs.  Nellis  from  the  post  of  Hon.  Assistant  Treasurer  for 
Esher.  Miss  Senior  will  be  proposed  for  election  to  the  Committee. 
Miss  K.  Martineau,  of  Arbrook  View,  Esher,  has  been  appointed 
Hon.  Assistant  Treasurer  for  Esher. 

Pound  Day  was  held  in  February,  as  usual,  under  the  superin¬ 
tendence  of  Mrs.  O’Mahoney  and  the  House  Committee,  and  the 
results  are  tabulated  on  a  subsequent  page. 

The  Committee  tender  sincere  thanks  for  the  subscriptions, 
donations  and  collections  specified  in  the  attached  lists,  and  desire 
to  express  particular  appreciation  of  the  receipt  for  benefit  of  the 
building  and  improvement  fund  of  £30  5s.  0d.,  the  proceeds  of  a 
Thames  Ditton  Water  Gala.  They  also  desire  to  record  an 
expression  of  special  gratitude  to  the  Thames  Ditton  collectors 
for  their  successful  work,  and  to  Col.  Wimberley  for  his  unofficial 
but  invaluable  assistance  in  the  organisation  of  the  Thames  Ditton 
collection.

RULES. 


i. 

“The  Thames  Ditton  Cottage  Hospital  for  the  Dittons,  Esher  and 
Claygate  ”  is  provided  for  patients  in  the  Dittons,  Esher  and  Claygate 
who  are  in  need  of  accommodation  thereat. 

II. 

The  management  of  the  Institution  shall  be  vested  in  the  Com¬ 
mittee,  consisting  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  Assistant  Secretary  (if  any),  Medical  Officers  and  not 
more  than  20  Members,  elected  from  the  Subscribers,  live  of  whom 
shall  retire  annually  by  rotation,  but  shall  be  eligible  for 
re-election. 

III. 

A  General  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  held  annually 
within  three  calendar  months  after  the  close  of  the  Hospital’s 
financial  year.  At  this  meeting  a  report  shall  be  presented  by  the 
Committee,  and  the  Treasurer  shall  produce  his  accounts  for  the 
past  year.  The  Committee,  Medical  Officers,  Treasurer,  Secretary 
and  Assistant  Secretary  (if  required)  shall  be  elected,  and  an 
Auditor  appointed  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  any  vacancy  in  the 
offices  of  President,  Vice-President  or  Trustees  filled  up.  Altera¬ 
tions  in  the  rules  may  be  made,  and  such  other  business  transacted 
as  may  be  necessary.  Subscribers  of  five  shillings  and  upwards 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  these  meetings. 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  at  any  time,  with  the 
Treasurer’s  consent,  to  appoint  one  or  more  Assistant  Treasurers. 
The  duties  of  Assistant  Treasurers  shall  be  confined  to  assisting 
the  Treasurer  in  the  collection  of  subscriptions  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  arrange.  They  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  Committee,  and  shall  not  be  members  thereof  ex-officio. 

IV. 

No  gentleman  shall  be  eligible  for  the  post  of  Medical  Officer 
unless  he  be  legally  qualified  ;  any  legally  qualified  Medical  Practi¬ 
tioner  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  upon  cases  in  the  Hospital 
under  his  care  at  the  time  of  admission. 
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V. 


The  Committee,  of  whom  five  shall  form  a  quorum,  shall  meet 
quarterly  and  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  necessary. 

VI. 

The  Committee  shall,  after  the  Annual  General  Meeting  of 
Subscribers,  appoint  a  House  Committee  consisting  of  ten  or 
more  members  of  the  Committee,  three  to  form  a  quorum.  The 
House  Committee  shall  meet  monthly,  and  at  such  other  times 
as  may  be  necessary  to  receive  a  report  from  the  Medical  Staff, 
to  regulate  the  purchase  of  necessaries,  and  generally  administer 
the  work  of  the  Hospital.  The  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary 
(if  any)  and  the  Medical  Officers  shall  be  ex  officio  members. 

The  House  Committee  shall  appoint  at  each  monthly  meeting 
two  of  their  members  to  act  as  Visitors  during  the  ensuing  month, 
who  shall  visit  the  Hospital  as  may  be  required,  attend  to  its 
current  working,  and  inspect  the  weekly  accounts.  The  Visitors 
may  call  in  such  extra  temporary  assistance  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  necessary  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  Institution. 

VII. 

In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Committee,  or  the 
House  Committee,  or  among  the  Officers  of  the  Institution,  arising 
from  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  Committee  shall  have 
power  to  fill  up  such  vacancy,  and  to  fill  up  any  vacancy  that 
may  not  have  been  filled  up  at  the  General  Meeting ;  and  the 
person  appointed  shall  hold  office  until  the  next  Annual  General 
Meeting. 


VIII. 

The  funds  for  the  support  of  the  Institution  shall  be  raised  by 
voluntary  contributions,  interest  on  investments,  and  by  payments 
of  the  patients  or  their  friends. 


IX. 

With  the  exception  of  cases  of  accident  or  sudden  emergency  and 
such  other  cases  as  may  be  exempted  by  the  Committee  on  grounds  of 
expediency,  no  patient  shall  be  admitted  without  a  certificate  of  a  duly 
qualified  medical  man  practicing  in  the  district,  subject  to  Rule  XVII. 

X. 

The  Committee  may  direct  the  investment  of  the  funds  of  the 
Institution,  not  required  for  current  purposes,  in  the  names  of  the 
Trustees,  in  the  public  funds  or  in  such  other  securities  as  Trustees 
are  by  law  permitted  to  invest  trust  monies. 
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XI. 


The  Committee  at  any  time  may,  and  the  Secretary,  upon  the 
requisition  of  ten  Subscribers,  shall  call  a  Special  Meeting  of 
Subscribers.  The  notice  calling  such  meeting  shall  state  the 
business  proposed  to  be  transacted  thereat,  and  no  other  business 
shall  be  transacted  at  such  meeting.  Not  less  than  fourteen  days’ 
notice  shall  be  given  of  every  Annual  General  Meeting  or  Special 
Meeting.  Such  notice  shall  be  given  to  every  Subscriber  entitled 
to  vote.  The  omission  of  any  individual  notice  shall  not  invalidate 
the  meeting. 


XII. 

All  questions  brought  before  a  meeting  of  Subscribers  shall  be 
decided  by  a  show  of  hands,  the  Chairman  having  the  casting  vote. 

XIII. 

No  rule  shall  be  altered  or  any  new  rule  made  except  at  a 
General  or  Special  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers,  and  no  motion  for 
a  new  rule  or  alteration  of  an  existing  rule  shall  be  brought 
forward  at  such  meeting  unless  notice  thereof  in  writing  shall 
have  been  delivered  to  the  Committee  or  Secretary  at  least  fourteen 
clear  days  previous  to  the  holding  of  the  meeting. 

XIY. 

The  appointment  of  Matron  and  Nurses  shall  be  vested  in  and 
held  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Committee,  at  such  salaries  and 
with  such  uniform  as  the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time 
determine,  but  the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  depute  any  of 
their  duties  under  this  Rule  to  the  House  Committee. 


XV. 


Patients  shall  pay  such  contributions  for  reception  and  maintenance 
as  the  Committee  may  prescribe.  Medical  practitioners  attending 
patients  in  the  Hospital  shall,  subject  to  any  regulations  that  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Committee,  be  entitled  to  receive  their  usual  fees 
from  patients  who  are  able  and  willing  to  pay  for  medical  attendance, 
but  no  preferential  treatment  of  any  sort  shall  be  accorded  to  any 
patient  in  consequence  of  such  payment. 

XVI. 

In  Dental  cases  the  benefits  given  are  advice  and  extraction  of 
teeth  and  such  charges  shall  be  made  for  reception  and  treatment  as 
the  Committee  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 
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XVII. 


No  person  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  to  the  Hospital  who  is 
afflicted  with  any  disease  which  is  considered  infectious  or  con¬ 
tagious,  including  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  with  epilepsy  or 
insanity,  or  with  any  disease  not  likely  to  be  soon  cured  or 
mitigated  by  treatment.  Lying-in  cases  cannot  be  treated  in  the 
Hospital. 


XVIII. 

Except  in  cases  of  urgency  every  patient  admitted  should  be 
provided  with  decent  clothing  and  proper  change  of  linen. 

XIX. 

All  cases  in  the  Hospital  shall  be  reported  at  the  monthly 
meeting  of  the  House  Committee.  All  patients  shall  be  discharged 
at  the  end  of  one  month  after  admission  unless  the  Medical  Officer 
in  attendance  on  the  case  certify  to  the  House  Committee, 
Secretary,  or  Assistant  Secretary  that  there  is  a  probability  of 
cure  or  considerable  relief.  No  patient  shall  remain  in  Hospital 
for  more  than  two  months  without  the  special  leave  of  the  House 
Committee. 


XX. 

Subject  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital,  patients  may  be 
visited  by  any  Clergyman  or  Minister  of  Religion  whom  they  may 
desire  to  see. 


XXI. 

Friends  of  patients  in  the  Hospital  may  be  admitted  on  such 
days  and  at  such  times  as  the  Committee  shall  appoint. 
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
